ganda” and ordering tank commanders 
loyal to the rebellion to attack the home 
of Mr. Mossadegh on Aug. 19, 1953. 

The coup restored Shah Mohammed 
Riza Pahlevi to power in Iran. The Shah 
was swept aside in 1979 by forces loyal to 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. 

Mr. Love, who left The Times in 1962, 

‘ said in- a telephone, interview from his 
: home - in Easthampton, L.I., that he 
“never wittingly” aided or worked for the

While acknowledging that he had sug- 
gested to tank commanders that they at- 
tack forces near Mr. Mossadegh’s home 
and had distributed copies of a decree by 
the Shah at the Park Hotel in Teheran !

tion of the C.I. A. 

He v said his failure to report on Ameri- 
can^involvement in the coup, once he 
learned about it later in 1953, was a result!
